Impeach Nixon Papers 


School Department must be 
neutral says Superintendent | 


A Wilmington High School teacher has been instructed by the Superintendent 
of Schools, Walter Pierce, that Wilmington school property is not the place to cir- 
culate petitions asking that President Nixon be impeached. The school property 
is public property, Pierce has said, and must be kept neutral, politically. 

The Wilmington teacher, who is said to have many years of service with the 
Wilmington schools, was reported to have been circulating the petition Tuesday. 
First reports said that pupils were being asked to sign. Pierce told the Town 
Crier that only teachers were being approached, and that this was done during 
lunch hour, as he understood it. There was also a report that a fifth grade 
somewhat similar activity.

The last Steam Train? 


Not for about 22 years has there 
been a ‘steam train’? in 
Wilmington center. The railroad 
right of way - once that of the 
Boston and Lowell, is probably the 
oldest (1895) in New England in 
point of service, but like all other 
railroad rights of way, today it is 
served by diesel power. 

About sixty persons were at the 
depot Saturday morning, to watch 
Engine 759, a 4-8-4, pull nine 
passenger cars loaded with 


railroad buffs on their way to 
Montpelier, Vermont. Near!; 
‘everyone of the sixty or so was 
taking pictures, but a few were 
there merely to look. 

Engine 759, with its cinders and 
smoke, was build for the Nickle 
Plate Railway, back in 1944. It is 
‘owned by the Steamtown Founda- 
tion of Bellows Falls, Vermont. 

Hundreds of railroad “butts 
pald $50 apiece to ride on the train, 
on what might be its last trip. The 


trip was for two days, from Boston 
to Montpelier, Vermont, and then 
back down the Connecticut River 
Valley, and over to Fitchburg, then 
back to Boston. 

‘The engine is to be retired at the 
end of the year. It can no longer 
pass the examinations placed on 
that \type of locomotive by the 
government, and the Steamtown' 
Foundation doesn't have the 
money for the expensive repairs 
needed.

A mystery in the 
Colonel Harnden Tavern 


The Open House for the Colonel Harnden Tavern, in North Wilmington on Sun- 
day was a tremendous success, if numbers are used to measure success. Literal- 
ly hundreds of Wilmington residents went through the old home, and heard the 
young ladies who were acting as hostesses, along with Shirley Callan, of the 
Wilmington Historical Committee. 

Wilmington Minute Men were present, too, in uniform. On the day before the 
entire company had turned out, to clean all the windows of the building. 

To this writer, the Open House presented new problems of a historical nature. 


The visitors were told that the 
house dates from 1775, and that the 
builder was Ebenezer Jones. It 
was acquired by Captain Harnden 
in 1795, and then in 1818 by Dr. 
Silas Brown, after which it 
became the ‘property of the 
Hathaway family. 

So far, so good - but - 

On September 3, 1880 the Rev. 
Daniel Noyes of the 
Congregational Church of 
Wilmington delivered the first of 
two historical addresses, on the oc- 
casion of the 150th anniversary of 
Wilmington. A second was 
delivered on the next day, both 
presumably from the pulpit of the 
Congregational Church 
Afterwards, by town order, those 
addresses were printed, and they 
remain today the best historical 
evidence of early Wilmington, in 
print. 

It is quite evident that the Rev. 
Mr. Noyes was a careful student 
He had lived in Wilmington only 
about three or four years, but he 
was delivering an historical ad- 
dress to the grandsons of the peo- 
ple who had built the homes and 
settled in Wilmington - and of 
those who are today represented 
by the” Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen + "those man who 
part in the War of the American 
Revolution. 

His listeners were not there to 
be amused. They were there to 
listen critically to an account of 
their forbears. If there were 
errors those errors were quite 
evidently corrected before the 
“addresses” were set to type and 
printed 

‘The Rev. Mr. Noyes states quite 
clearly, without equivocation, that 
the Harnden Tavern was built in 
1795 by Colonel Joshua Harnden. 

The Wilmington Historical Com- 
mittee says it was built in 1775, by 
Ebenezer Jones. There are deeds, 
which they have seen, to prove it. 

(The Jones family lived further 
north, on what is today Andover 
Street, about 1% miles distant. 
Today the Jones family farm is the 
Knollwood Farm. One of the men 
of that family, serving as a Lieute- 
nant in the French & Indian Was 
was killed at Ticonderoga, along 
with eight men under his com- 
mand)

‘There is some evidence to con- 
sider, right in the cellar of that old 
home. 

‘The first item is the chimney. 
Some of the bricks in the founda- 
re what" used to be known as 

Brick. Bristol Beicks. wene.. 
made in England, and loaded as 
ballast in Bristol, before ships left 
that country for the colonies. They 
would be unloaded, say in Boston, 
when lumber of other material 
was loaded to take back home. 
The Bristol Brick can be 
recognized by its hard texture, and 
regular size. 

Briston Brick were regularly 
used in the Colonial homes, in 
fireplaces, while the remaining 
bricks would be home made, in 
local claypits, and of a softer and 
more irregular texture. They can 
be easily recognized by persons 
who know what they are looking 
for. 

There are soft (ie, Colonial) 
brick in the Harnden chimney, 
both near the bottom and in the at- 
tic. 

‘There are also Bristol Brick, in 
the foundations. In that cellar are 
several magnificent arches, the 
foundation of the chimney, in 
which both Bristol and Colonial 
bricks can be seen. 

In Wilmington houses which 
seem to have been built in the 1600- 
1820 period have arches such as 
are seen in the Harnden Tavern

‘These seem to be the work of one 
gnap, one mason, who was working 
jin the area before and during the 
War of 1812. 

Ifthe Harnden Tavern was built 
in 1795, as says the Rev. Mr. 
Noyes, then the unknown mason 
who built the chimneys in the 
Nichols Funeral Home ete. could 
have been the same mason in the 
‘Tavern, And, as shown below, 
there could be a good reason why 
he used Bristol Brick, as well as 
the home made variety, in the 
foundation 

Another puzzle in that cellar is to 
be found in the foundation stones. 
Under the sills are long pieces of a 
light gray granite which have been 
“faced” - i.e. there are no visible 
chisel marks. 

In Colonial and Post Colonial 
days, in Wilmington, stone masons 
used’ to cut their stones in the 
fields near their work. ‘They used 
‘a flat chisel. Without going into 
detail, all such stones were so cut, 
and knowing persons can point out 
today to places where stone 
masons worked several hundred 
years ago, as well as to the founda- 
tion stones that they cut.
